Chief Lanford says, however, that he 
will produce her at the trial of Leo M.

AGAINST THE “CITY HIDEOUS.” 


One of the dominant tendencies of the 
times was illustrated the other day when 
representatives of sixteen states and munici- 
palities met in New York to debate warfare 
against the “city hideous” and in behalf of 
the “city beautiful.” They were addressed 
by Mayor Gaynor, who told them that while 
western communities had the advantage in 
being able to profit by the mistakes of the 
east, that the east was endeavoring to 
retrieve its errors. 

That remark of the mayor’s ought to 
furnish a lesson to Atlanta. Already we 
are confronted by the penalties in building 
without regard to the future. We are hav 
ing to undo and do over again much of the 
municipal construction of yesterday, for 
the simple reason that we lacked foresight. 
The principle applies to streets, as well as 
to buildings, to material as to abstract 
ideals. And we lacked foresight because 
we did not employ competent specialists to 
survey our possibilities and our future 
and prescribe our needs. 

Everywhere throughout the nation the 
campaign is on as between the city hideous 
and the city beautifail, and the latter is 
winning. Men are seeing that, in the long 
run, it is cheaper to build enduringly and 
with pleasing effects, than with shoddy 
material and in slap-dash stvle for the mo- 
ment. They are seeing that construction 
which is based on saving a penny for the 
moment is apt to result in costing a dolla 
in the future. The cry ts for economy, but 
it is also against parsimony. 

In this connection it is encouraging to 
note that there is already beginning, under 
the auspices of the chamber of commerce, 
a survey of Atlanta which shall include its 
social as well as its material phases. We 
need to know our delinquencies in taking 
care of people as well as our delinquencies 
in construction and government. 

We need, above all, as The Constitution 
has several times insisted, a definite city 
plan to the execution of which we can work 
with intelligence and efficiency. It may be 
many years before all the details of the plan 
are materialized. But we would, in the 
meantime, know that every dollar we spend 
is going to some concrete end, and that 
when the last details have been completed 
we will have a city that is built, symmetri- 
eally, “for keeps.” 

The formation of such a plan and its 
adoption would be Atlanta’s first essential 
step toward the creation of a real “city 
beautiful.”

Washington, June  1.—(Special.)—Con- 
gress has undergone many changes which 
mark a great:contrast in the customs, habits 
and demeanor of the members since ante- 
bellum days. 

The conflict between the states marked 


an epoch in the legislative existence of the 
United States. 


It was in 1860 that the senate took up its 
present quarters, having prior to that time 
occupied the chamber now used by the su- 
preme court. The house of representatives 
up to about the time 
the war began met in 
what is now Known as 
Statuary hall, where a 
brass star marks the 
seat of John Quincy 
Adams, in which he 
was overtaken by the 
illness which led to his 
death shortly after In 
a room nearby. 

The senate in those 
days was exceedingly 
dull and decorous. It 
is still at times. But 
then it assumed much 
more dignity and 
impressive importance 
than it does in these 
John Corrigan, Jr. times. The great polit- 

cal giants who were 
members of the upper house before the war 
had lofty notions of their great importance, 
and the weighty dignity which sat upon 
them was typified by what someone called 
the “gloomy grandeur” of Charles Sumner. 
A set speech in the days before the war was 
a carefully staged affair, and the oratory in 
the senate, while of the highest order, was 
pompous in the extreme. 

Costume Oozed With Dignity. 

The costume worn by the senators went 
with the part they played. It consisted of 
a swallowtail coat of antique. pattern, ac- 
companied by trousers that buttoned up the 
side. This costume fairly oozed with dignity, 
and its retentfon was valiantly fought for 
by some of the senators even after the war. 

But, in spite of all this, after the war the 
traditional dignity of the members of the 
great American house of lords underwent 
marked impairment, though the process was 
sradual. Roscoe Conkling and a few others, 
doing thelr best to stem the tide of legisla- 
tive modernism, upheld for a while the 
memory of an earlier epoch, the last sur- 
Viving exemplar of which was John James 
Ingalls of Kansas. , 

The senator of today resembles little the 
senator of those old days. either in appear- 
personal habits. He cultivates a 
cordial and  hail-fellow-well-met manner. 
and his dress in most instances is that of 
the ordinary business man. Dolph of Oregon 
on more than one occasion gave somewhat 
of a shock to the senate by dispensing with 
his collar in the warm weather, which he 
was able to do because he had an exceptton- 
ally profuse set of whiskers.

whack at senatorial dignity by appearing tin‘ 


a suit of “slave cloth’—a light gray home- 
spun which got its name from the fact that 
slaves in the south before the war used to 
weer it. It is said that a senator within 
the last half a dozen years has actually 
been Known to take off his Shoes and put 
his stockinged feet on his desk. Such an 
act as this in the good old days would have 
resulted in such criticism that a duel with 
“hoss-pistols,” or weapons as deadly, would 
have followed. 
They Took Snuff. 

Tt was the custom, and a habit to which 
the majority were addicted in the old days, 
to take snuff, and for the benefit of the 
users two small lacquered snuffboxes were 
screwed on a ledge on either side of the 
vice president’s dais. The snuff was bought 
by the sergeant-at-arms, and the boxes 
regularly replenished twice every week, the 
freshness of the contents being a matter of 
importance. Allen G. Thurman, in later 
was a great snuff-taker. He would 
help himself to a pinch from one of these 
return to his desk, and produce a 
largwe red handkerchief (after- 
wards a political emblem when he ran for 
vice president), and then sneeze. several 
times violently and blow a blast that would 
of a necessity interrupt any proceedings of 
the senate for the time.

Now a senator who has been in that body 
only a month takes as active a part in the 
debate as any member, no matter how long 
his service, if he desires to do so. 

In the good old times, it is said that 
sambling houses were fun openly in Wash- 
ington, and derived a good deal of their 
patronage from the members of congress. 
One of the attractions offered was a night- 
ly supper of luxurious description, with 
canvas-back duck and terrapin prepared as 
few cooks know how to prepare them in this 
country. 

One thing which has contributed to the 
changes in congress is the abolition of 
dueling. In the days before the war an 
honorable gentleman could not call another

Give 
him 6 drams of aloes, or 1% pints of 
raw linseed oil. If aloes, ad to the 6 
drams 1 ounce of ginger and dissolve 
both in % pint hot water, add % pint 
cola water and drench. After the 
bowels have moved freely give 1 ounce 
each of tincture chloride of iron, 
tincture of Singer and tincture of 
gentian all at one dose and three doses 
per day. in % pint of water. Give 
plenty of cold water and allow him to 
eat anything he will.

What Southern Banks Receive. 

Under the distribution the new 
deposits the thirteen southern states 
will receive $2.902,00 in 159 banks in 

27 cities; the eight middle states, 
$2,932.000 in 164 banks 133 cities, 
end the nine western states, $950,000 
in 72 banks and in 60 cities. 

Apportionments were made on the 
basis of population, capital and sur- 
plus, needs of the respective sections 
of the country nad the_ circulation 
etatus of the banks. Refe being 
given to those institutions whose pres- 
ent circulation amounts to not less 
than 40 per cent of their mutstanding 
capital.
